14 and diſappointment of ſeeking 
information on a ſubject totally diſre- 
garded by people in general, and fre- 
quently moſt ſo, by thoſe who live 
neareſt the places enquired for, I was 
determined to make myſelf maſter of 
the ſubject, by the aſſiſtance of Dug- 
dale, and various other Antiquarians,

them by my own obſervation, however 
incompleat this liſt may be, I hope it 
will be found uſeful to thoſe Gentle- 
men who take pleaſure in this ſtudy;
